Bryan, one of the leading members of 
the committee, that many of the con­ 
ditions which existed at the time the 
present constitution was adopted in 
1878, have materially changed. 
It is 
also found that the constitution may 
aluo stand in the way of several of the 
proposed 
consolidations 
of 
depart­ 
ments and bureaus. 
It is said the 
(-realion of a commission on public 
affairs would be injected Into a new 
constitution.

vent forest fires has been carried on 
over about 9,000,000 acres in eighteen 
counties of east Texas, From eight to 
ten patrolmen paid by the federal gov­ 
ernment were on duty over six months 
during the year. 
As a part of their 
duty these patrolmen visited some 327 
schools, interviewed 14,000 citizens on 
matters pertaining to fire prevention, 
posted 8,000 cloth fire notices and dis­ 
tributed 19,000 pieces 
of 
literature. 
This work has cost the state of Texas 
less than $4,000, while the government 
has paid the same amount in wages 
to patrolmen. 
During the year 1086 fires were re­ 
ported by the patrolmen. The majority 
of these were due to carelessness. The 
total area burned was 1,207,824 acres. 
The damage resulting from these fires 
was estimated to be $777,588 of which 
no less than $18,000 was injury to 
livestock and grazing, more than $12,- 
000 damage was done to fences and 
farm buildings. 
The 
greatest 
loss, 
and at the same time the least ap­ 
preciated, results from the destruction 
of young timber growth. The present 
patrol covers only about one-half of 
the total timber belt of east Texas, the 
whole of which should eventually be 
under patrol. 
In addition to forest fire prevention 
the taste forester hag issued a number 
of important bulletins. 
One of these 
gives in detail the forest 
resources 
and outputs of forest products in forty 
counties of eastern Texas. 
Another 
contains much general Information on 
the forest belts pf the entire state and 
Includes a special study of mesquite. 
The cedar region of central Texas and 
the industries depending on cedar for­ 
ests have been carefully examined 
and a report is now in preparation. No 
less than forty counties of the state 
contain cedar in sufficient quantities 
to be marketed. 
A bulletin on farm 
forestry Is now ready for distribution. 
This Is intended to help farmers and 
small woodland owners to obtain bet­ 
ter markets for their forest products. 
Methods of 
estimating 
timber, 
de­ 
termining stumpage values, disposal of 
merchantable timber and the care of 
young forest growth are contained in 
the bulletin. 
Educational work in forestry is car­ 
ried on throughout the state by means 
of lectures, exhibits at the fairs, pub­ 
lications and correspondence. A total 
of seventy-three students received in­ 
struction in five courses at A. and M. 
college during the year. 
As a part of the state experiment 
station, nurseries are being established 
at a number of sub station farms for 
the purpose of growing trees suitable 
for planting as shelter belts, shade and 
for growing home supplies of wood. 
The forestry department 
receives 
only $ JO,OOO a year from the state for 
this work. 
Fire prevention is so im­ 
portant that at least $20,009 a year 
should 
be 
available 
for this 
work 
alone, Mr. Foster says. 
Since it 
is 
carried on in co-operation with the 
government a larger state appropria­ 
tion would mean a larger allotment 
of federal funds.

In an autocracy like Germany and Austro- 
Hungary he who claims authority by divine right rules tilt people 
and determines their will iii the m atter of national policies. 
The 
boshelviki, a minority party in Russia, claim the power because 
they captured it, and hence are no more to be honored than is 
the dastardly king who misrules oil the basis of his claim of di­ 
vine right. 
Like the king they have a selfish motive, one of the 
leading platforms in their plank being a demand for a division of 
property, which, in the final analysis amounts to thievery or a 
revolution of a practice of mankind for thousands of years. 
To 
obtain this the boshelviki would doubtless establish a reign of 
terror and wantonly confiscate all property and along with it 
such lives as might place themselves in the position of inter­ 
ference. 
They are not concerned with individual responsibility 
for the affairs of govtrnment, for majority rule or anything but 
their own rule. 
Contrasted with this is the status of the people of the United 
States. The Continent, a Chicago religious journal, impresses this 
fact of individual responsibility in a recent article in this way, 
speaking particularly of our part iii the war; 
“We are all in it. 
For each man the general duty sharpens 
down to a point which thrusts into his own life. 
Nor can it be 
escaped by an easy sense of the corporate duty. 
Calculating the 
minimum which each person should accomplish, on the suppo­ 
sition that every other person will do that same minimum, is idle. 
Saving such a fraction of an ounce of butter each week, or re­ 
ducing by such a petty measure the use of meat or wheat, is only 
an appeal to the latent selfishness of the nation. 
It really seems 
to signify that the war can be accomplished without any great 
sacrince from anybody. 
But if the experience of the other war­ 
ring nations is a guide, that is a grave error. 
Nothing but cut­ 
ting sacrifice will do what the world needs now. 
Nothing but a 
sharpened sense of individual responsibility will carry the nation 
safely through this crisis. 
There is no hope from men who are 
still seeking their slothful ease, resenting intrusion or calls for 
aid. 
Men who snarl when more money, or more time, or more 
labor is called for in this crisis are no help but a hinderance. 
So 
are men who propose to help the war-emergency by withholding 
their gifts for other world enterprises. 
There is no sacrifice in 
drawing a check for the Red Cross instead of for the Board of 
Foreign Missions. 
The sacrifice is in adding the Red Cross check 
to the list of one s usual bentvolences. 
“That the war is bringing out this sense of personal re­ 
sponsibility appears in a letter which has come into our hands 
from a soldier in General Pershing’s force in France: 
‘I heard 
Rev. Dr. Blank say, “The general run of men iii business, in pro­ 
fessions, aud industry alike need to get a sense of personal re­ 
sponsibility.” 
That sentence amplified takes in almost every­ 
thing. 
It is the underlying principle of Christ as I understand it. 
It is the thing they are now drilling into the soldiers here in 
France, and the success or failure of American arms in this strug­ 
gle will depend on the degree of success attained in incalculating 
that sense in the individual soldier. 
In peaceable times the 
soldier, like any other normal person, is jealous of his “rights.” 
He will raise more disturbance over being called on for extra duty 
out of his turn than almost any other person on earth. 
But I 
have noticed lately very little of that sort of thing. 
The attitude 
of most is to do as much as one can, to learn one’s duties better 
than Jim Jones and Sam Smith, and then do those duties better 
still. 
It is all due to the fact that they are beginning to rea­ 
lize a sense of personal responsibility iii the struggles that are to 
come. 
The falling short of one may mean disaster to many.’ ”

"I do not believe that the retailers 
are overcharging,” he

"The 
price fixing committee named in Hous­ 
ton have met with a great problem 
owing to the variance of ro-i prices 
and expenses. 
This committee will 
not reduce the price of commodities, 
but will hold the pric es as near as 
possible to the present scale." 
Mr. Beden also recommended that 
the consumers—- the 
public- get 
to­ 
gether and organize in an effort to re­ 
duce prices, 
"If tho consumers would organize 
and systematize their complaints of 
excessive charges that are being made 
to my office," he
